9. DISARMAMENT - 

ACDA DIRECTOR IKLE AND SOVIET DEPUTY FONMIN KUZNETSOV AGREED 
TO CONTINUE CLOSELY COORDINATED EFFORT ON BEHALF OF RESOLUTION 
ENDORSING ENVIRONMENTAL MODIFICATION (ENMOD) CONVENTION. SOVIETS 
DID NOT CONSIDER OUTLOOK FOR THIS RESOLUTION ENTIRELY 
ENCOURAGING AT THIS JUNCTURE. KUZNETSOV MADE MILD BID FOR 
BILATERALS ON CHEMICAL WEAPONS BEFORE SPRING CCD SESSION, 

STRESSING USSR SERIOUSLY DESIRES CW DISARMAMENT. HE AGREED 
THAT VERIFICATION PROBLEMS WERE REAL AND SERIOUS, AND COMMENTED

USDEL GAVE SOVIETS ANOTHER US VERSION FOR CONSIDERATION. 

THE SOVIETS SAID THEY CONTINUED TO HAVE TROUBLE WITH ANY IN- 
SISTENCE ON ALLOCATION TO THE LEGAL COMMITTEE, BUT WOULD 
CONSIDER THE US TEXTS FURTHER. IN SEPARATE DEVELOPMENT, UK, ITALY, 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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NETHERLANDS, AUSTRALIA AND US INDICATED THEY WOULD SPEAK ON

11. COMMITTEE ON PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS - 

COMMITTEE NOV. 19 APPROVED ITS DRAFT REPORT AS WELL AS 10TH

SENTATIVES OF POLAND, DENMARK, FRANCE, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, 

ITALY, SPAIN, AFGHANISTAN, UK, USSR, AUSTRIA AND US, WHICH, IN 
LARGE PART, COMPLIMENTED WORKING GROUP'S EFFORTS TO DATE, 

NOTED LIMITED PROGRESS ON GUIDELINES, AND ENDORSED HAVING 
WORKING GROUP CONTINUE WORK ON GUIDELINES AND PRACTICAL MEASURES. 
FRANCE PROPOSED ART. 29 COMMITTEE BE SEPARATED FROM GUIDELINES,
